The sutement should be brief, it should not exceed 500 words if in English ox if iranslated into English. 
It should not be confounded with and does not replace the letter indicating the differences between the daims 
aa tiled and as amended. It must be filed on a separate sheet and must be Mnffifirri as anch by a beading, 
preferably by using the words "Statement under Article 19(1)." 

U should not contain any rthpfrig^g ocxnrnents oo the international search report or the relevance of citations 

contained m that report. Reference to dtan<Ms,refcvam 

report may be made only in connection with an am end ment of that daim. 



In what language? 

The amendments must be made in the language in which the international application is published. The letter 
and any sutement aococapanymgtbe arnrndrnrnrs must be in the same language aa the International application 
if that language a English or French; otherwise, it must be in English or French, at the choice of the applicant.
